Ah, well may we 
know thatthe path of sorrow is 
the path of safety, for itis the 
path along which Christ leads 
His people safely home 

It is a precious thing in God’s 
estimation to be trusted and con- 
fided in, to be clung to in a world 
where His Son was rejected and 
where Hes disowned. How it 
must have pleased Him to hear 
Job say, ‘“Ihough He slay me, 
yet will I trust Him.’’

Every class and condition of 
man is described in God’s 
Word. 

The vilest of the vile may read 
of the wicked who have departed 
from God, and established their 
own standard, and left God out 
of all their thoughts, followed 
their own imaginations, working 
all uncleanness with greeliness 
in that which is unseemly, and 
see a perfect picture of them- 
selves and their life and work. 
Of course there are few that will 
look at the picture and own it. 
Mapy will not look at the Bible 
at all, it condemns them, and 
they had rather give their 
attention to things that are more 
in harmony with their tastes, 
which would be far from the 
truth of God’s Word. 


Then there is the moral man 
who does notsee the need of 
God, lives independently of Him, 
and literally by his life says, 
“There is no God.’’ His perfect 
likeness is in the Bible, but you 
could hardly make him see it. 
In his own eyes he is smart aud 
up-to-date in everything, but 
God says “the 1s a fool.” 

Another class pictured in the 
Bible professes to believe every- 
thing they see in the Bible, but 
do not live up toany of the 
Lord’s commands. In works they 
deny Him. They honor God with 
their lips but their heart is 
far from Him. Jesus made this 
picture very plain, hut how many 
there are who belong to this 
class, but cannot see that it is 
their perfect likeness. Perhaps 
some have god intentions, but 
are like the man who saw him- 
self in a glass and went away 
and straightway forgot ‘what 
manner of man he was.’’ They 
are swept off their feet by the 
irresistible tide of this world’s 
affairs. They are the people 
who hear the Word, and Satan 
steals it away and they bring 
no fruit to perfection. 


The picture,too, of the back- 
slider is made very plain. Those 
who cnce saw a better day, but 
are now on the back ground. 
“Left their first love.’ Their

love grown ‘‘cold.” Deceitful- 
ness of sin, ‘‘riches and pleasures 
of this lhife.’’ ‘‘Love of praise,” 
etc. In your testimony, prayer 
or sermon you may put on some 
extra flourishes, but when you 
look at yourself in God’s mirror 
all the old lines and wrinkles 
and shadows are there.

How sad 
today that so many backsliders 
are still putting up a good front 
and holding their heads high, 
and cannot, or will not, see 
themselves in the light of God’s 
great mirror. 

The fact that a man can sit up 
front and sing and seem to enjoy 
a good spiritual service, is not, 
necessarily, evidence that all is 
well with his soul. When he 
looks back and sees where he

when you come to the point you 
should reach in Ohristian experi- 
ence, you will be with the Bible. 
There is no other standard. 

There is another class pictured 
in God’s Word of which special 
note must be taken. ‘*The feeble 
minded,” ‘‘the weak.’’ Special 
exhortation is given that this 
class shall have attention. It is 
often a difficult matter to help 
such, for they do not see the 
need of help always, and only 
the greatest love and wisdom} 
can enable us to help one who 
thinks he is as able and knows 
as much as we. You are mis- 
taken if you think that the 
“feeble minded’? and ‘‘weak’’ 
are just those limping along the 
road, or those sitting with bowed 
head. We have many ‘feeble” 
and ‘tweak’? who hinder the 
carrying forward of the gospel 
by undertaking to do things 
without the power and sanction 
of the Holy Ghost. Not mentally 
or physically. weak, but spiritu- 
ally. Of course we do often find 
weak ones who are ready and 
eager to receive help, what a 
pleasure it is to comfort, support 
and help them. 

That class who have purified 
their souls through obedience of 
the truth andsprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus are a beautiful 
picture. The peace of God that 
passeth understanding fills their 
heart, and the love’of God is 
shed abroad graciously in their 
lives as they view themselves in 
God’s great mirror. Every spirit, 
temper and disposition subdued 
to the will of God. Every evil 
disposition and nature cast out. 
Every thought, word and act in 
harmony with Jesus and His 
gospel. When one can behold 
himself in God’s mirror clothed 
upon and reflecting all these 
things it is no ordinary sensation 
that fills his heart, but the joy 
of the Lord which is unspeakable 
and full of glory, that which 
surpasses all the pleasures and 
comforts of earth.
